Attributing her present penniless oon-
@tion to secrel persecutions of former
President Rooseveit and friends of Am-
bassador Bryce, Miss Phoebe Cousins,
in her day one of the leading women
lawyers In the United States, today de-
clared that when she files suit against
the United States DBrewers' Assoclation
for a continuance of her annulty, facts
will be broughkt to lght which will
startle the natlon, !

Miss Couzins this morning made pub-
lie for the firsf time, the details of
squabble which arose several years ago
when the statue of Lord Nelson was
pent by the British government to An-
napolis, and informually urvelled by Mrs,
Roosevelt and Mrs. Bryce.

Remained Silent.

According to the former suffragetite
feader, who Is now In a downtown
Washington hotel awaiting for her
“ship to come home,"” whe says, had she
remained sllent regarding the statue
episode, ®he never would have experi-
enced the difficulties which beset her
today,

She told of her differences with Presi-
dent Roosevell as follows:

“Quietly and unostentatiously
British government sent to the United
Biates a statue of Lord Nelson, the hero
of Trafalgar, and this was placed at
the United States Naval Academy. Ame
bassador Bryce, on its arrival, quietly
Invited Mrs. Roosevelt, wife of the
Presldent of the United Btales, to ac-
company his wife to Annapolls and as-
sist at the wunvelling. e accepted.
The two women drew the strings which
held an American flag and an English
nnﬁ together and covered the figure,
and thus exposed It :

Calls It Outrage.

“It was an outrage. Nelson was the
naval man who defeated the French at
Trafalgar. The Franch were our frlends
during the. Revolutignary war, Had the
French army not assisted us, Amerfca
probably would not have gaked her in-
dependence.
